Department of Public Works Report 
Presented to Legislature. A 
Busy Year. 


His Honor the Lieutenant Governor 
made a brief official visit to the legis- 
lative hall yesterday to give his as- 
sent to the Seed Grain act. 

An ‘«( westing feature of yesterday's 
session was the report of the public 
works department, which was brought 
down and placed on the table, This 
report, of which a summary is given 
below, gives evidence of the large 
amount of work undertaken and car- 
ried through in a thoroughly  buei- 
ness-like manner by this department. 

Reports of the standing committees 
on railway and municipal law were 
presented by J, T. Moore and J, R. 
Boyle. During the past ten days some 
strenuous work in weighing and dis- 
cussing has been done by the various 
standing committees of the house,par- 
ticularly that on municipal law, agri- 
culture and private bills, The greater 
part of this work is over now and the 
majority of the measures before the 
House have reashed an adyanced 
stage of legislation. 

Yesterday the amendments were af- 
fixed to the Edmonton Radial Tram- 
way bill, and considerable discussion 
was had about the private bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Telford to authorize 
Robert. Woody to practise medicine. 
Two doctors of the Alberta medical 
council were present at the commit- 
tee meeting, and took part in the dis- 
cussion, In consideration of the cir- 
cumstances the bill was reported upon 
favorably, A suggestion of the attor- 
ney general commended itself to the 
meeting—that in future instead of 
special legislation it might be better 
to have some provision on the Medi- 
cal act to cover these ‘cases by grant- 
ing provisional certiticates. 

“An Act respecting Poisons,’’ intro- 
duced by Mr. Brick, was passed, while 
the iollowing measures passed their

The Miners’ union, the Sons of Eng- 
land and the Oddiellows all waited 
upon the undertaker last evening and 
requested him to bury the body and 
they would pay the cost. The Odd- 
iellows were strong in their language 
and dispute tl fact that the dead 
man had no connection with thetr or- 
der and they insisted on paying all 
the expen connection with the 
Case. 

Mr. Moffatt, the undertaker, in view 
of the comment that had been aroused 
over the incident, determined to bury 
the body at his own expense and aft- 


erwards endeavor to ascertai who 
should pay 1 expens in similar 
cases of pau dead, The funeral 
tdok place tl morning at half past 
ten to the Protestant cemetery.

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


Any even numbered section of Do-! 


minion Lands in Manitoba or the North 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 


person the solo head of a family, or male} 


over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
less, 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Tand Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 


at any agency on certain con. 


ditions by the father, mother, son, 
danghter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader. 

An application for entry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli 
cant, and if the land applied for is va- 
cani on receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa¢ 


pers to complete the transaction are re-; 


ceived by mail, 
In case of ‘‘personation” of fraud the 


applicant will forfeit all priority of} 


claim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily concelled. 
An application for concellation must 


be made in person, The applicant must} 


be eligible for homestead entry and no 
other application will be received from 
an individual until that application bas 
been disposed of. 


Where an entry is cancelled subse-| 


quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry. 

Applicant for cancellation must state 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default.

SEED TRAIN CONCLUDES. 

After a very successful session which 
vecupied the whole of yesterday, the 
seed train left last evening on the C, 
N. R. for Fort Saskatchewan, where 
addresses are being delivered today. 
Very interesting were the lectures de- 
livered yesterday: and the large num. 
ber of farmers who assembled at the 
car unanimously voted the proceeds 
ings an unqualified success. Very 
close attention was paid to the re 
marks of the different speakers and 
the results will doubtless be manifest- 
ed im cleaner, better kept farms and 
up-tosdate, progressive and successful 
farmers. 

“One ieature of the mevtings here,” 
said A. Mitchell, one of the leeturers 


with the eeed train, “was the large 
amount of intelligen’, discussion by 
the farmers present, on the varias 


subjeets connected with the growing 
of seed grain. In tois way we were 
enabled to explain many points that 
might have otherwike been omittod 
and to clear up the © tficuliies of the 
farmers, It also ¢.. ues more imter 
est in the subjeet."’ Mr. Mitcheli is 
the chief weed inspector of the pro- 
vinee. He is an authority on wecds 
and also on forestry. He was reeenly 
appointed to the Dominion forestiy 
braveh with headquarteis at 
Head and will assume his pew duties 
on March Ist, 

At the afternoon session of tie seed 
train and grain judging schools ad- 
dresses were delivered on seed grain, 
paying particular attention to oats 
aud wheat. The variety and milling 
qualities of oats was the subjeet of 
an address by T. Hy Mason, of the 
Dominion department of agriclture at 
Ottawa. H. A. Craig, superintendent 
of fairs arid institutes, spoke at some 
length 
wheat. 
mers-on seed oats and H. A. 
on geed wheat. Mr. Mitchell 
dealt with the varieties of wheat. 

In the grading of wheat and onts 
one. important point impressed upon 
the farmers was that they need not 
take the word of the millers or ele- 
vator men in the grading of their 
grain, If they were not satisfied with 
the grading they could send a sample 
to Mr. Horn, chief grain inspector at 
Witimipeg, or Mr. Hull, assistant grain 
inspector at Calgary, where it would 
be carefully tested and: graded. Mr. 
Craig. instructed the farmers in the 
method of grading their own grain 
so that they would be able to tell 
whether they were receiving the pro- 
per grades at the elevators. 

In dealing with the question of seed 
oats and wheat the speakers laid es- 
pecial emphasis on the great value of 
the fanning mill to make clean seed. 
In judging grain 25 per cent. was al- 
lowed for grain free from weed seeds 
and other grain. The advantage of 
sowing large plump grain over that of 
emall grain was shown by means of 
two tubes in whieh a comparison of 
the yields from the two classes was 
shown to the advantage of the former, 
Another point ot interest to farmers 
that was touched upon was the eradi- 
cation of wild oats. The only sue- 
cessful method of getting rid of this 
was by cutting the plants before the 
seed oripened.

ALL KINDS OF TIMBER 


“T never saw as fine poplar as 1 saw 
there, A considerable number of poplars 
were over a foot, but a foot would be a 
fair average, IT have seen poplar in all 
parts of the prairie country. but never saw 
any growing up as straight 

Mr, Stewart explained that spruce for 
commercial purposes grows to the Arctic 
sea. He was astonished to find that the 
limit of tree growth extended as far north 
as it does He thought it extenedd prob- 
ably ten degrees further north in this dis- 
trict than in Labrador’ ‘The different 
kinds of trees that we have in the Mae- 
kenzie basin include white spruce, black 
spruce, the larch or tamarac which is 
found as far north as the spruce, the jack 
pine and the balsam. Mr. Stewart did not 
see any balsam in the Aretie circle; aspen, 
white poplar, balm of Gilead and bireh are 
all found down as far as Fort Macpherson 
Phe natives make their canoes out of birch 
bark at Fort Macpherson he size of the 
timber becomes less as you get towards 
the north lhere is timber growing near 
the junctions of the Peace and Slave

Not alone in minerals 1 forestry 
were the industrial possibilities outlined, 
but. the fisheri« od 4n absording 
subject of interest Ata time when Lake 
Winnipeg and Lake Superior are practic 
ally fished out, and Lakes Manitoba and 
Winnipegosis show signs of being depleted 
as fast as the government can supply 
spawn to replenish them, it will come us a 
surprise to most people to learn that the 
fish taken from these lakes is not a percept 
ible item compared to the possibilities of 
exploitation contained in the vast net 
work of lakes to the north, Whitefish, 
jackfish, sturgeon and trout teem in all 
the lakes and rivers, and in the Mae- 
kenzie and Slave rivers the inconnue 1s 
abundant. In none of these waters has 
there been any commercial fishing, exeept 
in those lakes convenient to the Saskat- 
chewan, and only two companies are 
operating there. 

A report on the climate of these dis- 
triets accompanies the other evidence, 
and is compiled by R, F. Stuport, director 
of the Dominion meteorological service.

Ambassador Whitlaw Reid Refers to 
The Friendly Relations Between 
Britain and the United States 
Before Pilgrims in New York, 


*New York, Feb, 21.—Tha prophetic 
utterances last night of Whitlaw 
Reid, American ambassador to England 
who sees in the future a strengthen- 
ing of the ties that bind his own coun- 
try to the nation to which he is ac- 
eredited and a vanishment of the 
Japanese war bugaboo, aroused the 
Pilgrims of the United States to a 
pitch of enthusiasm at Delmonicos 
banquet hall. 

Just returned from Washington and 
about to sail for England, the ambas- 
sador’s words, carefully chosen and 
delivered with impressive deliberation | 
took on a significant and strongly!

guest he was, Having ridiculed the 
question that war between the United 
States and Japan was in rang: of 
possibilities, the ambassador departed 
irom his prepared speech to add: ‘Bo 
far as the knowledge and the belief of 
the officers of the diplomatic service 
extends, there is absolutely nothing in 
it.”
